School board challenges principals, 
parents to strive for academic success 


The Hickman County School 
board charged principals and parents 
to invest more in the education of 
their youth at their board meeting on 
Thursday night, Oct. 16. 

The discussion came about as 
a result of the 2012-2013 school 
accountability profile, which showed 
that Hickman County Middle School 
scored lower than the previous year, 
dropping from an overall score of 
56.8 in 2011-2012 to 49.3 in the more 
recent year. That drop lowered the 
school’s percentile rank in Kentucky 
to 31, 30 points lower than the 
2011-2012 percentile rank of 61. 
Both scores are classified as “needs 
improvement” by the profile. 

The Accountability Profile 
summarizes the status of a school 
or district in the state accountability 
system, Unbridled Learning: College- 
and Career-Ready for All. The overall 
score is used to compare and rank 
school and district performance and 
to calculate an Annual Measurable 
Objective (AMO) improvement goal. 

The Explore test, an exam 
administered with eighth graders 
across the state, revealed the local 
students are behind the state average 


in math, and are hovering around 
average in other categories. The test 
measures proficiency in English, 
Mathematics, Reading, and Science. 
Hickman County students scored 14.6 
in English, ( , 
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Hickman County High School 
Principal Perry Collins, in his first 
year at the position, presented his 
plan to turn the trend around. Collins 
stated that over the next few weeks, 
he will be meeting with all of the 
middle school teachers and all the

departments. During the meetings, 
Collins plans to set detailed goals and 
plans for what he wants the teachers 
to achieve in the class. 

Collins also announced that the 
school had purchased a program 
called Catch Up Math and plans to 
begin using the program soon. He 
will increase the amount of walk 
throughs and spend as much time in 
the classrooms as possible. 

He told the board members that 
retired Hickman County teacher 
and administrator Dianne Owen has 
agreed to teach the middle school 
teachers different ways to teach 
reading and writing in every subject. 

Additionally, Collins is increasing 
the amount of writing assignments 
across all content areas so that 
students are writing in every class, 
not just English class. 

The last part of Collins’ plan, the 
board members agreed, is the most 
vital to the academic success of 
the students: To require teachers to 
increase the amount of rigor in their 
classrooms. 

“We need to be challenging all 
students to perform at higher levels,” 
Collins said.

“Home is worth something,” 
Judge Tim Langford told the 
Hickman County Chamber 
of Commerce Leadership 
students at the courthouse 
annex on Tuesday morning, 
Oct. 15. This advice was in 
keeping with the purpose and 
focus of the program - to 
develop leaders to improve the 
community. 

The HC Leadership Group, 
which includes 29 students 
from Hickman County 
High School, visited the 
Hickman County Courthouse, 
Courthouse Annex, the county 
judge’s office, and City Hall 
For their law and government 
day. 

Judge Tim Langford, Circuit 
Court Clerk Cinda Yates, 
County Attorney Sue Ellen 
Morris, Sheriff Mark Green, 
and Jailer Chad Frizzell 
spoke to the group at the 


courthouse annex about the 
local justice system. Judge 
Langford shared details about 
the courtroom process and 
the responsibilities of jurors 
with the students, while Yates 
and Morris spoke of aspects 
and requirements of their 
respective positions. Frizzell 


and Green told students about 
their training requirements 
as law enforcement officers, 
as well as their day-to-day 
dealings with inmates at the 
county detention center. 

The students then walked 
across Washington Street 
to the courthouse, where 


County Clerk Jimbo Berry 
explained processes regarding 
deeds, licenses, and voting. 
Dara Mathis, chief deputy 
at the property valuation 
administrator’s office, provided 
details about tax collection and 
the PVA’s role in the county. 

In his new office, County 
Judge Executive Greg Pruitt 
talked about the county’s 
road system and economic 
development. 

The last stop of the day 
was City Hall, where City 
Administrator Allen Poole 
and Mayor Tommy Kimbro 
spoke about the city’s sewer 
and water systems and city 
infrastructure. 

Overall, the day was 
informative for the group. This 
will be useful and valuable 
information as the students 
develop their own skills and 
become community leaders. 

Chad Frizzell shared 
memorable advice with the 
students when he told them, “If 
you want to be a good leader, 
be a good servant.”

The horrendous, half-eaten hairball 
has been on our Zombie short-list for years. It 
was only a matter of time before we arose to the 
occasion.”

Union City’s DPA has Kentucky flavor

Discovery Park of America 
(DPA) may be located in 
northwest Tennessee, but 
many artifacts and influences 
of Kentucky can be found 
throughout the unique park. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 15 a VIP 
sneak peak was held for those 
who made contributions to “the 
park that reaches out, asking 
everyone to ‘See Beyond’.” 

To date, 80 million dollars 
have been spent on the 
interactive museum, which 
is the brain child of principal 
benefactors Robert E. Kirkland 
and Jenny D. Kirkland. Upon 
completion of Tennessee’s 
newest tourism destination, 
a total of 100 million dollars 
will have been contributed to 
the project by the Kirkland 
Foundation. 

“We held a groundbreaking 
ceremony five years, 106 days, 
and 12 hours ago,” stated 
Jimmy Rippy, Chief Executive 
Officer of DPA and lifelong 
friend of Robert Kirkland. 
“What was once an empty field 
now includes the view of an 
incredible building.” 

Tennessee Tourism 

Commissioner Susan Whitaker 
agreed with Rippy. “I am 
stunned at the execution,” 
she said about how DPA was 
envisioned and brought to 
reality. “This will definitely be 
a major tourism destination in 
the state of Tennessee.” 

Whitaker believes there 
will be a direct economic 
impact of $50 million for the 
state following the opening 
of DPA on November 1. “We 
are anticipating great growth 
following Discovery Park’s 
opening,” added Whitaker. 


“We will scorch the earth with 
the news of Discovery Park.” 

This will be an authentic 
Tennessee experience, but with 
its close proximity to western 
Kentucky, a few Kentucky 
influences can only add to the 
DPA experience. 

Rippy and Whitaker agree 
that Kentucky should capitalize 
on the venture as well. 

“We want to develop 
partnerships in the region,” 
Whitaker noted on the regional 
tourism aspect. 

Some of those Kentucky 
influences include the voice of 
Bill Homra of Fulton, who can 
be heard telling the history of 
his town in a recording. 

A piccary, donated by the 
family of the late Dr. Richard 
White of Hickman, is already 
on display in the multi¬ 
million dollar facility. Another 
contributor to DPA was the 
Lewis Atwill family who were 
on hand for last Tuesday’s 
sneak peak. They donated a 
corn crib which is part of one 
of the outside exhibits. 

The train depot derived 
some of its details from the 
design of the Matson Switch 
depot located on Union 
City Highway close to the 
Kentucky/Tennessee border. 

Hickman City Commissioner 
Charles Choate also attended 
the event last week. “It’s 
amazing for this area that 
an individual such as Mr. 
Kirkland would put that 
kind of personal money into 
this,” Choate commented. 
“The impact that it will have 
is far-reaching for several 
states. Western Kentucky will 
benefit because DPA officials 
are trying to tie everything 
into this destination, to make 


this a center point, including 
Kentucky Lake, Reelfoot 
Lake, Columbus-Belmont 
State Park, and the Mississippi 
River, even down to Graceland 
in Memphis and Paris Landing 
State Park. 

“I expect our ferry (Dorena- 
Hickman Ferry) will see more 
use from Missouri (as people) 
come through to go to DPA. 
The spin-off from this is going 
to be tremendous,” continued 
Choate. “That was their goal 
from the start, to bring people 
to Union City and the entire 
region. It is a phenomenal 
idea, a place which includes 
sights and features that you 
won’t see anywhere else in this 
area.” 

Another western Kentuckian, 
Micah Seavers of Pilot Oak, 
was on hand last week as one 
of the four caterers who fed 
all the VIPs as they wandered 
throughout Discovery Center. 

Southern Red’s participated 
in the preview of caterers last 
week that will be on the list 
for the park. “They requested 
us to bring the good ole basics 
bbq, chicken, baked beans and 
slaw,” noted Seavers. “They 
met with us a couple times 
previous to the interview and 
checked us out. It went supper 
great and we were a big hit.” 

On Monday, Oct. 21, 
Tennessee Governor Bill 
Haslam made an appearance 
at DPA. Hickman officials on 
hand for the governor’s stop in 
Union City were Mayor David 
Lattus, City Manager Johnny 
McTurner, and Commissioners 
Roger Adams and David 
Weatherly along with Fulton 
County Judge/Executive David 
Gallagher.

Kentucky 4-H has long 
focused on equipping youth 
with the skills they need 
to be successful leaders of 
tomorrow. Results of a recent 
test show that we have had 
significant success helping 
young people reach their 
leadership potential. 

Members of the 2012-2013 
State 4-H Teen Council were 
asked to rate themselves on 
19 leadership capabilities at 
the beginning of their council 
appointment and then again at 
the end of their term. Six young 
people from each of the seven 
extension districts serve on the 
council. As council members, 
they help plan the 4-H Teen 
Conference and help lead the 
4-H Summit, a program for 
middle school 4-H members 
that promotes leadership and 
introduces the 4-H’ers to 
senior 4-H activities. 

While these teens were

The 
areas with largest improvement 
were a willingness to take on 
new challenges, providing 
guidance to others, knowing 
their purpose in life and not 
being afraid of change.
